PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The 
P resident’s S c i e n c e Adv isory 
Committee has drawn sharp criti­ 
cism from Dr. J.ames Van Allen, 
discov erer of the radiation effects 
of a nuclear test last July. 
Dav id Beck ler, executiv e secre­ 
tary of the committee, answered 
that “ the com m ittee is a highly 
competent scientific group with a

You mig ht find them a help in 
understanding the pros and cons

In fiscal 1962 the Tax Founda­ 
tion puts total g overnment tax re­ 
ceipts at $140 billion, up $3 billion 
in the y ear.

The three levels of g overnment 
spent $174 billion in fiscal 1962, 
the Foundation estim ates. This is 
$10 million more than in 1961 and 
compares

Those who contend g overnment 
should spend still more now, if it 
wants 
business 
to g et out 
its 
present slug g ish g rowth, hold that 
much of the $174 billion went 
towards keeping m any individuals 
at work and many firms produc­ 
ing 
more than 
they otherwise 
would. 
The Foundation puts the g ross 
debt of federal , state and local 
g overnments at the end of fiscal 
1962 at $379 billion, up $15 billion 
in the y ear, and comparing with 
$28 9 billion in 1952.

Statisticians like to reduce these 
g ross fig ures down to the averag e 
person or 
the averag e family . 
This can be done by dividing the 
totals by the latest fig ures or esti­ 
m ates on the num ber of persons 
or 
family units in 
the United 
States. 


This means little, particularly 
in the m atter of tax es, since few 
persons pay the averag e fig ures. 
But the foundation has done the 
arithm etic and here is how the 
tax burden, g overnment spending 
and debt fig ures out for each of 
the family units now estim ated to 
be in the United States. 


The share of each family in 
total tax es collected in fiscal 1962 
is put at $3,005, compared with 
$1,394 in 1950. Government spend­ 
ing 
comes to $3,739 for each 
family , ag ainst $1,8 00 in 1950. And 
each family ’s share of the debt 
of the three forms of g overnment 
is $8 ,129, compared with $7,100 in 
1952. 


This isn’t a happy thoug ht for 
the new y ear.

the ex plo rer’s life o r dev o tio n to 
science in the abstract.
